WHAT BELKNAP TOLD

The ?eoratary of War Rises o Exjlala; la

Rsfsrsics ts tha !ale of Arms tt
the Freach 6vr raoMBt.

Washinton. February 29. An
nexed is an extract from the teeti
monv of General Belknap, secretary
of war, given before the committee of
investigation on tne subject oi saiesoi
arms to the r rench :

General ap repeated over and
over again to General Dyer that no
sales should be made to any agent of
the French or Prussian governments,
and no arms were sold to any agent
ot the French government. He
had already stated that the amount
realized from the sales oi arms etc.
was $9,748,942, of this sum $9,409,-23-

88 had been deposited in the treas
ury as per certificates on file, $120,000
was reported m the nana- - of deposi
tors on the 30th of June 1871, and the
balance was expended for preparing
stores tor their sale and fitting them
a p. In reply to a question by the
chairman to the discrepancies be
tween the war and treasury depart
ment, Secretary Belknap said he was
not aware ot any.

The close of the fiscal year of the
war department was the same as that
of the treasury department, namely
the 30th of Jane. As to the treasury
books showing the amounts received
for arms, Mr. .Belknap explained that
in almost every cast- - the payment waa
made by cash checks. Margins, va
rying lrom five to Iwemty per cent.,
are required on large transactions to
secure for the United States, and
checks are cashed as quickly as possi
ble. and paid into the hands of the
government agents.

The interrogatory was put :

Do you know of your own knowl
edge that any government officers are
interested in tne sai3 oi arms uirecuy
or otherwise?

Answer I do not.
A very strong statement or intima

tion in connection with this matter
was made to me by the Marquis de
Chambrun on the zoth ot January
last. I asked him to name the per
sons, and then we went together into
a private room when I again asked
him to name such persons or make a
statement over bis signature, or any
statement by which I could convict of
fraud any one of these officers or
other persons connected with the
government. He did not, so I kept a
memorandum of th s statement that
he did make to me, bat it contains
nothing from which I can obtain in-

formation relative to any officer ol
this government. I begged him to
give me specific information, but qe
had none. Oar conversation went
further, bat I got nothing bearing on
this point. The Chairman said he
had invited Senator Sumner - ap
pear and give any facts he mignfjjjrve
to ofler, bat he had n jt come torwSrwt.
In order further for the ex
amination and to obtain official s aU- -

ments, which the Secretary indicated
his readinees to rurnish, b.-in- g desir
ous that the investigation shall be
thorough, the committee adjourned
until next luesuay week.
